In presenting the Report this year a number of improve- 
ments may be suggested. 

Five of our engines are in most excellent order, and one is 
an old and dilapidated machine, and ought to be replaced 
with a new one or the company disbanded. We are sadly 
behind the age in the construction and finish of our engine- 
houses. ‘I'hey are cold and cheerless, and require quite an 
outlay in wood in very cold weather to keep the engines in 


working order. ‘The board of engineers recommend to the © 


city to have them all lathed and plastered and fitted up with 
cylinder stoves, so that coal could be used ane the winter 
season. 

The Hook and Ladder Company will require a new car- 
riage; the old one is much out of repair, and it would not be 
economy to repair the same. ‘They also want some other 
place for the keeping of the ladders, as the whole of the build- 
ing is wanted by Engine Co. No. 6. 

We are a city of wood and should also be a city of water; 
and every facility by which water can be obtained should be 
secured, and the board earnestly recommend the building of 
a reservoir on Haymarket square, and all good wells to have 
a proper care taken of them and kept in order for use.

To the Hon. Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 


GentLemeN—The High School Committee respectfully 
present the following report: 


The Young Ladies’ School, in charge of Mr. Nichols, is 
in a very flourishing condition. Miss Morgan is first Assis- 
tant, and Miss Susan Gray second Assistant. There has 
been a great desire evinced to enter this school since it has 
been transferred to the new building, and at present we have 

| hardly a vacant seat. In consequence of this we have been 
_ obliged to raise the qualifications for admission, and also the 
age of those presented. We now require the age to be at 
Jeast twelve years, and the examination extends to square root. 
This change, rendered necessary by the crowd of pupils, 
_ will have a most happy effect; for it will not only elevate the 
High School, but also the grammar schools; a result very 
desirable, as many children attend the latter with no inten- 
tion of entering the High School. These will, therefore, be’ 
enabled in future to obtain a better education than at present 
Owing to the crowded state of this school, the teachers’ 
labors are much greater than in the old room: but still the 
result, as shown at the recent examination, has proved that 
this extra labor has been faithfully bestowed. It then ap- 
peared that mathematics had been carried higher than ever 
before, that Latin had been introduced for the first time 
and that the drawing of maps from memory had been suc-, 
cessfully taught; a result highly creditable to the able Prin- 


cipal and his excellent Assistants,

The Boys’ High School has been taught by Mr. A. M. 
Payson, assisted by Miss Anne E. Palmer; and these teach- 
ers have discharged their duty in a faithful and highly cred- 
itable manner. Miss Palmer has resigned her situation, 
and we have appointed Mr. S. M. DeMeritt in her place. 
Though Miss Palmer discharged her duties to our entire 
satisfaction, still the age of the boys seemed to require the 
services of a teacher of their own sex. We trust thatthe 
parents of the pupils, and the public in general, will see the 
advantage of this change. Previously, the discipline of so 
large a school fell heavily on the Principal, called as he was 
to punish offences not committed under his own eye. Now 
he is relieved of this embarrassing duty. 

The Committee observe, with great pleasure, the fine moral | 
influence of Mr. Payson on the pupils, as manifested in the 
great order in school, the remarkable preservation of the 
rooms from injury, and the language used by the boys. 

We are satisfied that these two Schools are not only such 
as Portsmouth may be proud of, but, what is still more, that 
they are in a state of progress. It has been the constant 
effort of the Committee to make changes from time to time, 
in order to facilitate the means of obtaining a good educa- 
tion, and to remove all obstacles from the path of the teachers. 

In conclusion, parents are reminded of the great respon- 
sibility they assume when they detain their children from 
school, even for a good reason. This necessity does not 
prevent the child from getting behind his class, and a repe- © 
tition of such detention ends in discouraging both teacher 
and pupil. Absences may be excused, but their consequen- ~ 
ces cannot be averted. %

To the Hon. Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 

GeNTLEMEN,—The School Committee of District No. 1, 
present the following report for the year ending March, 1857. 

They have visited and impartially and thoroughly exam- 
ined all the schools under their care, and are prepared to 
state that they were never in a more prosperous condition. 
The examinations were satisfactory in the highest degree; 
and the committee take pleasure in congratulating the Dis- 
trict in having such well organized schools under the care 
of such able and faithful teachers, who have earnestly la- 
bored and conscientiously discharged their duties ; the good 
results of which were particularly witnessed at our late ex- 
aminations and contributed much to the gratification of both 
committee and visitors. 

The Bartlett School for boys under the care of Mr. John 
P. Payson, is all that might be expected even by the com- 
mittee and those acquainted with that gentleman’s superior 
qualifications and his ardent devotion to the discharge of du- 
ties inseparably conuected with his chosen profession.— 
This is a pusLic school; and the teacher and committee in- 
vite parents and all who feel an interest inthe education of 
the young, to visit it. 

The committee feel that all they might say would not 
give so good an idea of its excellency, as would a single 
visit to the arena of its active labors. 

The Franklin School for boys and girls under the care of 
Mr. Daniel W. Jones, is enjoying a full tide of success.— 
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The teacher has more than met the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the committee. The improvement in every depart- 
ment of this school is such as to force the conviction upon 
every one who enters it, that a master hand has lAbored 
skilfully and successfully to mould the once discordant ele- 
ments into a beautiful harmony. Industry and quiet charac- 
terize the school-room, and the best of feeling prevails be- 
tween the teacher and the pupils. 

The Grammar School for Misses in Hanover street, under 
the care of Miss Caroline A. Mason, still continues to be of 
peculiar interest to all who make themselves acquainted 
with it. , 

This lady combines the virtues of energy and decision in 
so complete a unison with kindness and an ardent desire for 
the welfare of her pupils, that failure of complete success 
would be next to impossible in her school. To give some 
idea of the thoroughness of the instruction in this school, 
the committee would state, that of the large number of ap- 
plicants for admission to the High School the last year, there 
were but few who were entitled to the credit of the highest 
marking in every study, and nearly all of them were from 
this school. 

The Intermediate School in School street, for boys and 
girls, under the care of Miss Anna M. Manson, is noted for 
its excellent order. The committee believe that the teacher 
labors diligently to discharge the arduous duties of her sta- - 
tion, The teacher is required to prepare pupils for admis- 
sion to Mr. Payson’s and Miss Mason’s Schools. 

The Intermediate School for boys and girls in the Frank- 
lin School-house was, till late in the year, taught by Miss 
Martha J. Tobey, who labored faithfully to advance her 
school. She then resigned her charge, and Miss Lucy M. 
Sweeiser was transferred to this school from the Primary 
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school in the same building. This school is required to pre- 
pare scholars for admission into that of Mr. Jones, and a 
class is ready to enter the same. Miss Susan E. Miller was 
appointed to fill the vacancy occasioned by the transfer of 
Miss Sweetser from the Primary to the Intermediate school. 
Miss Sweetser and Miss Miller appear to. be laboring faith- 
fully in the discharge of their duties; and it is hoped that 
these two schools will be important aids to the more advan- 
ced schools in the District. 

The Primary school in High street, taught by Mrs. Lusena 
B. Mullen, is deserving of praise. This lady has a talent for 
interesting children which is particularly desirable in schools 
of this grade,—hence the secret of her success. 

The committee, early in the year, secured the services of 
Miss D. N. Vennard for the summer term of the Woodbury 
- school, in which she so satisfactorily labored the previous 
season ; and, as far as the committee can judge, she performed 
her duties entirely to the satisfaction of the District, as well 
as to the committee. The winter term of this school has 
been kept by Mr. Walter Gibson. The frequent changes of 
teachers in this school, render it impossible for the pupils to 
make thatimprovement which might be had were the school 
favored with a permanent teacher, as in the case of other 
public schools in the city. 

Owing to the increase of applicants desirous to enter the 
High Schools, that committee thought it proper to raise the 
standard for admission. This change will also affect, in the 
same manner, all the grades of our schools, and must result 
to their advantage. The standard for admission into the In- 
termediate and Grammar schools will be raised in the same 
proportion. This arrangement will make the highest class 
in each about one year in advance of what it is at the present 
time. 
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Before closing our Report, we would call your attention 
to the urgent necessity of more suitable rooms for both of our 
Primary Schools. That occupied by Miss Miller is altogeth- 
er unfit to be used as a school-room; it being damp and un- 
healthy, water frequently coming in from the adjoining cel- 
lar. . 

That occupied by Mrs. Mullen is also quite inadequate 
to the wants of her school, the story being low and its di- 
mensions every way too diminutive. The expense of pre- 
paring rooms suitable for these schools would be trifling, in 
comparison with the loss of health and life, which might be 
endangered by the exposure of teachers and pupils to the un- 
wholesome state of these rooms.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE FOR DISTRICT NO. 2. 


To the Hon. Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 

GENTLEMEN,—The School Committee for District No. 2 
respectfully submit their report. 

The girls’ Grammar School, kept by Miss H. L. Hill, fully 
sustains its reputation, and a visitto it well repays one. On 
account of the standard for admission to the High School 
having been raised, the classes will pursue higher studies than 
heretofore, before leaving Miss Hill. 

Mr. Senter’s excellent school for boys has been removed 
from its former place to the basement of the Court House, 
much to the satisfaction of the teacher and pupils. The ex- 
amination proved that great improvement in all branches 
had taken place here during the present year. Much praise 
is due to the assistant, Miss S. A. Whittem, for the thorough 
manner in which she performs her duty. The exhibition of 
the drawing of maps, from memory, was a novel feature in 
the exercises at the examination. A class in» Latin has been 
formed in this school, which reflects much credit on Mr. 
Senter. 

The school at the Plains was formerly taught by a master 
in winter, and in summer by a mistress. This kept itin a 
very confused state, and the attendance wasirregular. With- 
in two years, we have appointed a permanent teacher for this 
school, thereby putting it on the same footing with the others 
in our District. The happy effect of this plan was fully 
shown at the late examination, when we found five of the 
young ladies qualified for the High School, three of whom 
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have since entered it, a yearinadvance. ‘This reflects great 
credit on the teacher, Miss Wheeler, to whose exertions we 
owe the present discipline and prosperity of the school. ,’ 

The city has given this schoolroom a thorough renovation 
internally ; and both teacher and pupils were much encour- 
aged and stimulated to exertion, by the interest manifested by 
the city government in their welfare. 

The Intermediate school for girls, kept by Miss Mendum, 
has had the misfortune to be deprived, for a season, of the 
services of its well-tried and successful teacher; and has been 
awaiting her recovery, under the care of Misses Rand and 
Dodge, and, since Christmas, Miss Anne Louisa White has 
been in temporary charge of the school. , 

A society of ladies applied to the committee in May, re- 
questing leave to send a sewing teacher into this school, at 
their own expense, ($100.) We granted it, and have taken 
pains to observe the effect. Sewing seems to us a necessa- 
ry branch of female school-education, as many children re- 
ceive no instruction of the kind at home, and others learn to 
sew inaslovenly manner, worse than perfect ignorance of the 
art. It has been a voluntary branch with the scholars, and 
the teacher, Miss Hill, has performed her part with delicacy 
and skill. The society of ladies desire, for the coming year, 
to contribute $50, the city bearing the other half of the ex- 
pense —a proposition which strikes us favorably. We 
believe that the same experiment has, this year, been tried in 
a school in one of the other Districts. 

Mr. Durgin’s boys’ Intermediate school is a difficult one, 
owing to the irregularity of attendance. But we are happy 
to say that notwithstanding this and other unavoidable draw- 
backs, the teacher is deserving of our highest commendation 
for his unwearied exertions. The drawing of maps, from 
memory, has been introduced here with great success. 
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Weare much indebted to Mr. Durgin for extending his 
care over the boys to their behavior out of school,—a point 
of the greatest consequence. He has frequently corrected 
them for cruelty to animals and other offences that have come 
to his knowledge, and always with a salutary result. 

Miss Ham’s Primary school labors under the same disad- 
vantages as Mr. Durgin’s; butshe has, nevertheless, given us 
“great satisfaction. 

Miss Clapham’s Primary school has been removed from 
the inconvenient building it formerly occupied, to the room 
lately used by Mr. Senter. ‘This removal, together with the 
conscientious devotion of the teacher, has operated very 
favorably on the character of the school—which is now in a 
satisfactory condition. 

The drawing of maps, from memory, has been this year 
introduced into all the schools in our District, except the pri- 
mary ones. ‘T’his step is thought to be important, as facili- 
tating the acquisition of a thorough knowledge of geography, 
and impressing it, lastingly, on the memory; besides ena- 
bling the committee to judge, at a glance, of the proficiency 
of any scholar in geography, and developing a talent till now 
but little cultivated in this place. 

We observe that in Boston a man is employed, the year 
round, to walk the streets constantly during school hours and- 
arrest all idle children found in the streets, and take them to 
school or report them for punishment, as the case may be.— 
He last year made 3000 arrests. 

Such an expense might be too great for a place of 10,000 
inhabitants, but we earnestly recommend that the city mis- 
sionary be appointed on the truant committee, together with 
two energetic assistants ; and that they be sustained by. the 
city government in arresting all idle children they may chance 
to see during school hours, and in conducting them to school 
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or to the police court, in case that should be necessary. Also, 
to visit the manufacturing establishments in this place, and 
ascertain whether any children are there employed who have 
not attended school that portion of the year required by law. 

The whole number of scholars in the schools, and the 
average attendance, will be found in the schedule which fol- 
lows the reports.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF DISTRICT NO. 3. 


To the Hon. Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 


GENTLEMEN,—The School Committee of District No. 3 
submit the following as their annual report: 


The Committee very much regretted, early in the season, 
to lose the services and counsel of their chairman, Capt. 
Richard Tripe, who, while he remained a member of the 
board, manifested much interest in the welfare of our schools. 

The information received by us from the parents and 
guardians of the children in the District during the last year, 
has been very encouraging; and the recent examinations have 
fully shown that the public have received, by the faithfulness 
of our teachers, adequate and valuable returns for the money 
expended for the support of our schools. 

It is very gratifying for the committee to state, that they 
have had the zealous and kind co-operation of the parents 
the last year, which has rendered their labors much more 


. agreeable; finding that the public, as well as the committee 


and teachers, feel a deep interest in the cause of education. 
The Haven Grammar School is under the direction of Mr. 
John F. Patten, Principal ; and Misses A. C. and E. M. 
Marshall, Assistants. These teachers are well qualified for 
their respective positions. As good evidence of this, a large 
number of scholars were sent from this school to the High 
schools at their last examinations of applicants for admission, 
all of whom were received. The standard for admission to 
these schools has been raised during the present year, which 
E 
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must result to the advantage of this school; for under the 
charge of our efficient teachers, many of the pupils who are 
not able to complete a regular course of instruction in the 
High schools, can remain here sufficiently long to acquire a 
respectable knowledge of those branches of education which 
will prepare them for the common business transactions of 
life. 

At our last examination, there were many persons present, 
some of whom took part in the exercises. Several addresses 
were made, highly commending the good’ order and ready 
and correct answers to questions proposed to the scholars. 
Notwithstanding there were about one hundred scholars 
present, they were distinctly heard by all. Everything was 
done satisfactorily, and fully met the expectations of all who 
witnessed the exercises. ta 

The Intermediate School is under the care of Mrs. D. N. 
Shackford and Miss Adeline Tucker. This school is well 
conducted, and is far in advance of that grade generally. 
The teachers labor faithfully for the advancement of the 
pupils under their charge. There is at present a large class 
prepared for the Grammar school. Without detracting in 
any measure from the credit duly awarded to the Grammar 
school, it is no more than justice to say, that a school so well 
conducted as this, cannot but be an pane R auxiliary to 
all the higher grades of schools. 

The Primary School is taught by Miss Sarah E. Moses; 
Principal; and Miss Clara E. Blunt, Assistant. This schoolis 
managed much more efficiently than under its former arrange- 
ment, where both teachers were equal in the management. 
Now, by the attention of each teacher to her respective duties, 
the public receive much greater advantage from their labors: 
Although a very large number of scholars are in attendance 
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at this school, the order is excellent, and it ranks high with 
others of its grade. 

The school at Lafayette Road was, during the summer 
term, under the instruction of Miss Harriet A. Rand, who 
gave entire satisfaction to the committee and parents. During 
the winter term it was kept by Mr, A. C. Hoyt, who proved 
himself fully qualified for his situation. The committee are 
pleased to state that the confidence they had in this teacher, 
after his very successful term in the same school the preceding 
winter, has been still heightened; and they would cordially 
recommend him to their successors for the next season, if his . 
services can be secured. Jor discipline, faithful and thorough 
instruction, and general arrangement and _ classification, 
this school is far better than could be expected, and equal to 
any in the compact part of the city. 

In conclusion, the committee would commend the interests 
of our schools to the city council, to our successors in office, 
and to all who desire the welfare of the rising generation, and 
the permanency and prosperity of our cherished institutions, 
The impartiality with which the plans adopted for the regu- 
lation of our schools act upon all classes of the community, 
must commend them favorably to the judgment of all; and in 
order to have them fully carried out, and the greatest amount 
of benefit received, they should be fully sustained by a cor- 
responding liberality.

ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 


PORTSMOUTH, MARCH 25, 1857. 
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MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council : 


Weare now convened for the purpose of organizing the 
City Government for the ensuing municipal year. Having 
accepted the trust committed to us by our fellow-citizens, 
and taken our respective oaths of office, we have incurred 
responsibilities of no ordinary nature. ‘To us is committed 
the general welfare of the city; and the public looks to us for 
its healthy and moral condition. Whatever, therefore, tends 
to the quiet of our streets; to the safety of our dwellings ;— 
-, to the good condition of our streets and public roads; to the 
means for the education of our youth; and to relieving the 
condition of the helpless and unfortunate, will be fit subjects 
for your consideration, inquiry and action. 

As the Reports have not yet been published, and not hav- 
ing been conversant with the different departments of the 
municipal government for the past year, I cannot speak from 
personal knowledge of their condition. These reports will 
be in the hands of every citizen in a short time; the public 
will be made acquainted with the condition and wants of 
every department; and all subjects which may seem to re- 
quire your consideration, will be submitted to you from time 
to time. 
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Sufficient, however, is known of our Public Schools 
that we can speak of them in terms of the highest praise.— 
At no time have they been in a more prosperous state. Their 
healthy influence upon the community is the best safeguard 
for the perpetuity of a free government. A liberal sum 
should be raised for their support, and their faithful teachers 
should be suitably encouraged. 

Our Police should be men of unexceptionable :character ; 
skilled in the knowledge of human nature; firm, yet concil- 
ijatory ; and who observe the laws they are called upon to 
execute. They should be vigilant in suppressing disorder 
and detecting crime; and should exercise a healthy influ- 
ence on the morals of the city. If our laws are violated, 
they must be enforced; not in a fanatical spirit, but in a 
manner calculated to accomplish the most good. . 

With the exception of one engine, the Fire Department is 
in complete order. It should at all times be fully prepared 
for any emergency, for upon its prompt action the safety of 
our dwellings often depends. | 

The Alms-house establishment, used for the triple purpose 
of an Almshouse, House of Correction and a Retreat for the 
Insane, is a credit to the city, and speaks well for the foresight, 
wisdom and philanthropy of its projectors. Its inmates are 
well cared for, and the management by the present Superin- 
tendent, I am happy to learn, has been satisfactory to the 
Board of Overseers. 

No part of your duties will require greater care or more 
discrimination than the management of the City Finances. 
While every expenditure should be made with regard to 
strict economy, the appropriations should be amply sufficient 
for the purposes to which they are to be applied. Contin- 
gent expenses can never be calculated with certainty, and it 
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is better that we should diminish the city debt than increase | 
it. 

By reference to the city records, I find the City Debt to 
be $75,500, nearly half of which is funded at only five per 
cent; the balance mostly under six; and only $11,250 bear- 
ing legal interest; to meet which there is $10,219.58 in un- 
collected taxes, debits due the city and cash on hand. These 
assets willreduce the City Debt to $65,280.42. 

It is gratifying to know that for this «debt, so favorably 
funded, we have in our midst more than an equivalent in the 
very objects for which it was contracted, our School Houses, 
Alms-house and City Farm. One of the school houses 
- was finished the past year, for the High Schools, which, in 
point of architectural beauty and the arrangement of its apart- 
ments, can hardly beexcelled. A debt thus contracted, for 
the cause of humanity and the accommodation of our public 
schools, the just pride of New England, can be looked upon 
in no other than a favorable light. 

I cannot suffer this occasion to pass, without thanking my 
fellow citizens for the very cordial manner in which I have 
been invited, after an absence of fifteen years, to so honora- 
ble a position in the councils of the city of my adoption— 
If I can but meet tlieir reasonable expectations, it will form 
the happiest period of my life. | 

I shall be happy to co-operate with you in all measures 
calculated to promote the interests of the city, trusting in Di- 
vine Providence for our success.
